The averaKe production of cbrn 
to the acre for the entire United 
Stats IH but 26 buahels, yet in prac- 
tically every section fuur times that 
quantity is frequently produMd. Im- 
provement of the qaality of aoed is 
the least expeiwive method of in- 
ereaalng the yield per acre, yet every 
year our farmer* noideot thia im- 
portant task and many are actually 
KUilty of plantinK nuliliins taken from 
the crib just before planting time. 
There is each spring a acarcity of 
good seed corn. This condition is 
all the more ngNttable beeatise it 
need not exist, and it is much more 
aerlous than is commonly isuppused 
becauiie many do not fully realize 
the tremrndou.s loss In themselves 
and the country due to planting in- 
ferior seed. A full stand of plant* 
may he obtained from inferior seed, 
but the yield will not be the bast 
liossible. 

The seed com show I held last 
spring served to show that many 

Crittenden county farmers do not 
select their seed com in the fall, 
consequently do not store it or teat 
before planting and as a result, plant 
inferior seed which often results in 
a poor itand and tow yiald. Make 
seed com gatheriav a apodal task. 
At com ripenlnc tU^ drop all other 
business and select an abeadaaee of 
seed corn. The proees* is too im- 
(xirtant to be conducted while hutk- 
iuK becau.se il requires your entire 
attention. Une ur two day* apent 
In gathering and preserving seed 
com wi)l increase your yields and 
will retum you more profit than any 
other work you can do on your farm. 

The only proper way to select seed 
corn is from the stalks standintc 
where they grow, a* soon us ripe 
and before the first hard freeze. 
As soon as the crops mature, gu 
thru the tield with a seed picking 
bag and husk the cars from the 
stolka that have pndnced the most 
com without having any special ad- 
vanUges, such aa space, moisture, 
oi fertility. .\void the large ears 
oil stalks standing singly, with an 
iiiiiisual amount of s|iarr around 
them. Ijite maturing plant* with 
ears which are heavy because of an 
exceaaive aaAunt of aap ahould be 
ignored. Dae to oiir abundant rain- 
fall this year, roui^ com haa shown 
a trndency to grow a U1I stalk at 
expiiisc of grain All other things 
being vqual. short thick stalks are 
preferable lui-ause they |M>rmil thick- 
er planting, are nut so easily blown 
or broken doiyn and in general are 
moie pradn^ve than slender onea. 
Avoid stalks that produce suckers. 
Select leafy stolks with ears not too 
high but which haof down at an, 
angle sfferdlac drahiagt fn thii, 

lips 

Store the seeil in a dry place 
where there is free circulation of air, 
and in such a manner that ears do 
not tench each other. Daring wam^ 
weather moiet ean beat or nikfew 
In a very short time and far this 
reason should not be left In a sack 
or pile for even a day after gather- 
ing. The vitality uf the seed ni^ 
alui lie reduced by drying ton quick- 
ly or freezing during atorage. Bin- 
der twine can be uaed to support 16 
ur 20 ears and these atr^ya ean then 
be hunt in the loft out of the reach 
of mice or rate.

The stock is to be 
sold to growers of tobacco in pro- 
^rtion of 100 to each five acres 
i^wn, and such stpck to be guaran- 
teed to pay,8^L.||e^«||tt.4l1;tdM^ an- 
nually. 

The company is to Require tobacco 
loose leaf houses, and no Stock is to 
be sold until sufficient amount haa 
been subscribed to handle 60. percent 
of the dark tobacco in Kentucky.

For more than one hundred and 
thlHy years this, the greateet written' 
inatmaient ever strack at one time 
firom the brain of man, has bound 
ua together as s peope, has safe- 
guarded our most cherished liberties; 
has shielded and defended us in our 
right to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. It has been the Kock 
of Ages on which the Republic build- 
eO. It found us a few people on the 
shores of one ocean. It haa beheld 
and guarded the nuurch of eiviliiathin 
across the wlldemeu beyond tiie 
mountain* to the waves of another 
oi-ean. It haa made possible the na- 
tion's gigantic strides of stalwart 
progresa. "Under iu influence we 
have paued in numbers one hundred 
millions, and under ite safeguarda and 
limltatktns, every man aod woman 
haa tm ehaaeaa and fiae opportunity 
in the fteert land hi all the world. To 
America it is' the Ark of the Cove- 
nant — the Palladium of our liberty. 
It holds the promise of all the won- 
derful days tu be. 

Therefore, by the authority vested 
in me, I proclaim September 17th as 
Constitution Day, and requeat BHt all 
cititeaa of the Oomngawealth ahall 
on that day rededleate and reconse- 
crate their lives, their fortunes and 
their sacred honor to the preserva- 
tion of the Constitution of the United 
States of America, to the end that 
thme shall be assured to our poster- 
ity the blessings which we hiftva so 
fteoly anjoyadi"

OWENSBORO. Ky,^A relic of 
much historical interest in the shape 
of a metal medallion thought to have 
been struck in honor of the visit of 
Gen. Lafayette to America in 18'24, 
has been found by John Miles, a 
farmer who lives on Nat Alsop's 
farm east of Owensboro. The me- 
dallion is about the aise and weight 
of a silver dollar. One side bears 
the bust of Lafayette in relief, the 
other a French inscription, which, 
translated reads, Object of venera- 
tion and friendship at every visit. 
We osnnot forget the misfortune of 
yesterday and the servieaa which he 
rendered to the freedom of both 
worlds. 

While it is possible that the medal- 
lion was struck liy order of the French 
lomn.oiie at the close of the eigh- 
teenth century, it is more pndiahle 
tht it was ordered by the American 
congress when at the age of 60, La- 
fayette returned to America, where 
honors and thousanda of acres of land 
were bestowed upon him for his ser- 
vices to the young republic in the 
revolutionary war.
